1 . It is initially noted that applicants have made no response to the rejection of claim 
17 as set forth in item 3(a) of the Office action mailed 4/5/2006. 

2. Applicants' arguments filed 5/25/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicants essentially repeat the same arguments as set forth in 
traversal of the earlier rejection, which have already been addressed in the final Office 
action. However, applicants' persistence in erroneously stating that Andtsjo is directed 
to metallocenes substituted at the 2-position seriously undercuts their allegation of 
unexpected results. The cited examples of Andtsjo use either 1 ,2-ethylene- 
bis(indenyl)zirconium dichloride or dimethylsilyl-bis(indenyl)zirconium dichloride. Each 
species is bridged at the indenyl 1-position, but is otherwise unsubstituted. In 1,2- 
ethylene-bis(indenyl)zirconium dichloride, the "1,2-ethylene" portion indicates that the 
ethylene bridge is connected to the indenyl rings at the 1- and 2-positions on the 
ethylene bridge , and has nothing to do with the 2-position on the indenyl rings. It is 
repeated that the record contains no showing of unexpected results which makes 
comparison with the closest prior art and is reasonably commensurate in scope with the 
claims.
